HOW NOT TO GET SHOT 


The Chicago Itecard-Herald gives 


some Interesting recent illustrations of 
tho truth of the Republican's favorite 
doctrine tluit if you want to get shot 
the surest way to bring It about Is to 
carry a gun. The Uoeord-Huruld gives 
seven cases from thu news of tho day 
before, In six of which armed men 
were shot, and to the seven of which 
an unarmed boy drove out two armed 
burglars without being injured him- 
self. Two friends who were not crim- 
inals got to drinking In a saloon. A 
little later they,began shooting, ser- 
iously 
wounding each 
other 
and 


align tly wounding two physicians who 
Interfered. Two men were shot in the 
rooms of the painters* union In a quar- 
rel"over" somebodys getting the other 
fellow's job. But two armed burglars 
entered a coal office and undertook to 
hold up the boy clerk. 
The boy was 


unarmed,, but put_up a. fight, which so 
astonished the burglars that after firing 
oft their pistols at nothing In partlcu- 
lar~tlicy"~fle~d~ preclhitateiy. 


A similar showing could be made by 


a careful analysis of the news of most 
any day on which there happened to 
be several shooting scrapes. 
These 


shootings almost always divide them- 
selves' into two classes. In one set 
of cases Bomo quarrel which would 
have- evaporated into a dst fight 
b'e- 


comcs a shooting merely because a 
pistol Is handy. In the other class of 
cases, a man actually attacked or in 
"danger from nn armed criminal Is 
shot by that criminal because ho is 
himself armed, when he would In all 
probability have escaped shootinff if 
he had been unarmed. 


The case of the unarmed boy who 


put two armed burglars to flight is 
not remarkable. We have secn~an~un- 
armed woman drive out of her house a 
burglar with a drawn pistol. An armed 
man would 
undoubtedly have been 


-killed,—And—we— do-not-give—up_our- 
theory that even policemen would ba 
safer if they wore known to be armed 
with nothing but a club, though we 
recognize that this theory is likely to 
remain for some time entirely acade- 
mic, 
and that there is no likelihood 


that anyone will act on it. Neverthe- 
less, It is a fact that the safest police 
in the world arc the German police, 
who are armed only with a short sword 
and arc forbidden to use that except 
In self-defense. 


JUSTICE BY ALPHABET 


Tho New York Sun has a very curi- 


ous argument in favor of tho probable 
doing of justice In the Sulzer case. It 
points out that of tho members of the 
Court of Appeals, who sit with the 
Senate ns a trial court, tho-majority 
h.ivo names which como In the early 
part of thu alphabet, and therefore 
most of the judicial members ->f the 
court will have voted at a time when 
tho largo majority of the names of 
the legislative members arc still un- 
rt'achod on tho roll.
